BASKETBALL 1952-1953 


Heidelberg’s 1952-53 squad made the best record 
posted by a Heidelberg quintet since 1949-50. With 
only one junior and one senior on his first team 
Coach Paul Hoerneman did a commendable job as he 
brought his cagers into the winning column eleven 
times against seven setbacks. 


Paul Yackey led the Princes to their eleven vic- 
tories as he spearheaded the offensive attack with a 
total of 209 points. Breathing closely down his neck 
was Jim Lambert, set shot artist, who poured 208 
tallies through the nets from his traditional guard 
position. 


The Prince aggregation played inconsistent ball 
for the first half of the season and had a poor 5-6 
going into the last portion of the season.

Probably the best single performance of 
the season came from Jack Meola who 
meshed 29 counters for the Princes in a 
tilt played at Otterbein. Defensively 
Meola showed great promise in his first 
year with the squad. 


In their eighteen contests, the Tricolor 
averaged a total of 69 points, while al- 
lowing their opposition 71.39. This de- 
fensive average was one of the best in 
the conference. The Princes finished 
the season in a sixth place deadlock with 
the Capital aggregation in the fourteen 
team circuit. 


The thrills were many in the cam- 
paign, including such games as those 
with Capital which Heidelberg won 76- 
66 and 83-73. The Lutherans have been 
a traditional powerhouse in the league 
and were heavily favored to beat our 
talented young cagers. A twenty-point 
upset over highly touted Ohio Wesleyan 
gave the Tricolor fans a thrill which 
they hardly expected. A 74-71 victory 
over Otterbein, a two-point margin over 
Muskingum, and the 90 points tallied 
against Oberlin were all memorable 
games in the 1952-53 record book. 


The Prince quintet was undoubtedly 
the most inexperienced squad in the 
Ohio Conference as it was dominated 
with freshman talent. Besides Meola, 
Harry Groman, Bruce Miller, and Les 
Fuller all gave Coach Hoerneman some 
of the help needed to finish rebuilding a 
conference power.

Led by Jim Lambert, ace hurler, and 
Jack Tompkins, hard-hitting shortstop, 
the Heidelberg diamondmen, under the 
able direction of Coach Ray Baker, 
garnered five wins in eight starts. Lam- 
bert received credit for all five Prince 
victories, dropping one decision on the 
mound. Tompkins swatted the ball at a 
hot .487 clip to lead the offensive attack. 

Two of the three losses handed the 
Tricolor nine were by a meager one-run 
margin. Akron held no mercy for the 
Heidelberg nine as they blasted the 
Princes’ pitching staff for 22 runs. Many 
tallies resulted from errors. 

Bolstered by six returning lettermen 
including Alex Czeranko, Lou Tasse, 
Jack Tompkins, Dave Planitz, Bob Win- 
terburn, and Paul Witner, Coach Baker 
produced a well-rounded ball team, 
which ended the season with an overall 
batting average of .264 and fielding 
percentage of .906.

Heidelberg’s track team under Coach Joe 
Malmisur tallied more points in the 1952 
season than the Heidelberg thinclads must- 
ered in the two preceding seasons. Malmisur’s 
crew dropped four meets and placed second 
in two triangular encounters. 


Lack of experienced men was the main 
problem. Four lettermen reported for prac- 
tice and formed the nucleus of scoring power. 
These four, Andy Babinsky, Ray Auker, Hale 
Schroer, and Hardy Wolf were aided by John 
Votaw and Norm Grimes who added greatly 
to the Prince attack. 


Hardy Wolf spearheaded the attack and 
won the high point honors as he netted 53 
points for the thinclads. Included in this 
scoring spree were many first place decisions 
in the low hurdles, high hurdles and the high 
jump events. 


Leading the individual events for the Tri- 
color runners were Hale Schroer, 440-yard 
dash; Hardy Wolf, hurdles; Norm Grimes, 
distance runner; Ken Darmour, shot-put; 


Chuck Carroll, discus; Jack Koch, high jump; 
Gordon Stauffer, dashes; and John Votaw, 
pole vault. 


In his freshman season as track coach, 
Malmisur did a superb job of bringing the 
cindermen to a higher standard.

Under the direction of Coach T. R. Turney, 
the Prince golfers took to the links eleven 
times and garnered three victories the 
1952 spring season. Three veteran links- 
men, Don Beckett, Del Dressel, and Bill 
Snyder combined to form the nucleus of 
the squad, while Dick Bellamy ably filled 
the number four position. 


Don Beckett led the Prince crew in the 
scoring department as he tallied 18 points. 
Dressel, the only senior on the squad, 
scored 14, while Snyder accounted for 11.
